T. WATERFALL of Dodge Brothers is in charge of 

Detroit’s traffic survey. He is pointing out that verti- 
cal transportation, in elevators, is one of the main factors 
in bringing about traffic congestion—the other being hori- 
zontal transportation, in private automobiles. The elevator 
makes it possible for a great many people to work in a given 
ground area, one area upon another. They are swiftly car- 
ried from upper stories to the street, where they pour out in 
a Mass, producing an immediate change in the demand made 
upon street and sidewalk space, and slowing’ up the move- 
ment of the publie carriers, because of the necessarily length- 
ened stops. 

“Conditions necessary to induce ‘fluid’ traffic move- 
ment,” says Mr. W aterfall, “are reduction of, or, better still, 
elimination of, stops, and the proper vehicular speed, which 
in turn depends upon the number of vehicles to be passed 
along a street in a given time. Unnecessary stopping and 
starting are serious deterrents to ‘fluid’ traffic movement.” 

Mr. Waterfall outlines the scope and purpose of the 
survey, which is the most elaborate ever undertaken in 
Detroit, and gives it as his opinion that when the work 
shall have been completed a way will have been made plain 
whereby the traffic problems of the city may be solved, 
without great expense, with the co-operation of the people 
who use the streets, either driver or pedestrian.

The insurance company con- 
tends that the decision against it 
violates the rights of the com- 
pany under the Federal Consti- 
tution; that the law is not man- 
datory, and that under all the 
facts of the case its refusal to 
issue a policy to the complainant 
is proper and reasonable.

P TO the present time most of the motor fuel that has | 
been consumed by the world has come from the wells of | 


this country. 
cannot last forever is obvious, but it is by no means certain 
that new methods of reclaiming and new ways of deep 
drilling may not increase to a large extent the present known 
supplies of this necessity of modern life. 

The United States, however, is not the only source 
of petroleum. There are other parts of the world where 
prolific oil fields exist, and there is little question that 
still other portions of the earth’s surface will yet yield 
supplies of crude oil. Just a few days ago the papers 
carried the announcement of the bringing in of a well in 
Venezuela, which flowed out of control at 30,000 barrels 
a day, being choked later to a steady output of 8,000 
barrels. This is the most prolific well so far brought in 
in the South American territory, and augurs well for the 
future. 

Mexico has a proved oil yielding section, but recent! 
legal enactments of the government have not given foreign 
investors any particular feeling of security and have tended 
to reduce the production. Papers from Mexico City have | 
recently carried articles which seem to indicate that the new 
Mexican petroleum law is not finding favor even with Mexi-| 
ean well owners. The government has begun to receive) 
petitions from chambers of commerce in cities like Monterey | 
and Saltillo, requesting modificatfon of the present laws. | 
It seems that Mexican owners of petroleum yielding land are |‘ 
finding that the royalties they receive from companies| 
exploiting their holdings are growing daily less. They find} 
that the new law is acting favorably on the rich landholders, | 
who have the money for exploitation, but is injuring the | 
smaller owners, who have to depend on foreign capital for | 
royalties. Laws of this kind usually turn out to be two-| 
edged swords. In the end the landholders will probably force | 
a modification of the law, so that Mexican petroleum can | 
again flow freely into the markets of the world. 

The point is that more and more petroleum is going to! 
be produced by the world outside the United States. Our 
care must be to husband what is left of our once magnificent 
supply, lest we find ourselves dependent on foreign nations | 
for crude oil, as we are dependent on them today for our} 
supplies of crude rubber. 
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Snow Removal 

HERE will be 116,000 miles of highway kept clear of | 
snow this winter, according to the estimate of the | 
American Automobile Association. Last year the cleared | 
mileage amounted to 93,000. This represents a gain of nearly | 
25 per cent. The estimated cost of clearing the 116,000 miles | 
of road this year is $4,450,000. But the association estimates | 
that for every $100 spent in snow removal, there is a return! 
of $1,000 in more efficient transportation and business con- 
tinuity. If this is true, the return on the investment would! 

reach a grand total of $44,500,000 in economic gain.

year. 

Consumption of rubber in the 
United Kingdom during the ten 
months of the current year end- 
ed October amounted to 33,395 
tons and 43,696 tons were held 
by manufacturers. For the 
twelve months of 1925, consump- 
tion totaled 29,806 tons and 
stock on hand at the end of the 
year amounted to 6,220 tons. 

In the United States 305,040 tons 
were consumed up to October, and 
64,990 tons remained in stock. For 
the entire year 1925, 384,644 tons 
were consumed and the stock at 
the end of the year amounted to 
51,215 tons.
